U.S. oil output lowest in 10 years 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Federal 
Energy Aministrator Frank Zarb said to­ 
day U.S. production has dropped to 
about 8 million barrels a day, the lowest 
in more than a decade, and imports have 
climbed to a record. 
Despite good progress in lowering con­ 
sumption through such measures as im­ 
proved automobile gasoline mileage, 
Zarb said, the trend toward greater 
reliance of foreign oil cannot be reduced 
before 1977 when Alaskan oil begins to 
reach the lower 48 states. 
Zarb’s predictions were presented in a 
semiannual update on the U.S. energy 
situation. 
“ While we see some improvement ... 


we are still very concerned (about U.S. 
vulnerability to a new oil embargo),“ 
Zarb said. 
Average imports w ill total about 7 
million barrels a day in 1976 — about 41 
per cent of all U.S. consumption — and 
will cost the nation an estimated $35 
billion, Sarb said. 
, 
He said Arab members of the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
countries supply 37 per cent of all im­ 
ports, an increase of 15 per cent from the 
pre-embargo days of 1973. Imports from 
all OPEC countries, including non-Arab 
members of the group, constitute 82 per 
cent of the U.S. total, he said. 
At a news conference, Zarb also: 


— Predicted the average consumer 
price of gasoline will increase no more 
than a half cent per gallon before Labor 
Day, and start falling in Septrmber. 
— Announced a new U.S. policy on 
liquefied natural gas imports designed 
to reduce chances the United States 
could be hurt by an LNG embargo as its 
reliance on foreign supplies of that fuel 
increases. 
— Announced a shakeup of his agen­ 
cy’s staff to separate policy development 
from energy data analysis and to create a 
new department to oversee the purchas­ 
ing and selling of strategic petroleum 
reserves in underground salt domes 
along the Gulf Coast. 


Although the United States currently 
imports very little liquid natural gas, the 
Federal Power Commission has ap­ 
proved projects that would provide some 
400 billion cubic feet of imported LNG by 
1980. 


Zarb said the new import policy worked 
out by the President’s energy reseach 
council would lim it imports from any 
single country to between 800 billion and 1 
trillion cubic feet per year and would set 
an initial total import ceiling of 2 trillion 
cubic feet per year. He said the policy 
was being recommended to the FPC and 
there are laws the President could use to 
enforce it if the FPC failed to accept it.

Inquiries flow into 
La Purísima Mission

Eager fourth graders all over the state bombard the California missions each year 
with letters. Receiving a fair share of the volley is the La Purísima Mission: 
“ To whom this may concern: I ’m doing a project on the La Purísima Mission and I 
want to know if you can send me any information on the mission? I attend St Josephs 
the workers school. I am in the fourth grade and my project is due May 4. Your 
friend, John Witherspoon." 
While many young students like John Witherspoon of Canop Park ask just for 
general information, there are those who want specific questions answered 
“ How many Indians do you have at your mission?” inquires Judi Brooks of Liver­ 
more. 
Requests for information about the mission are not limited to fourth graders 
steeped in a mission period history unit, assures Jack Mason, area manager of the 
state historic park that encompasses the reconstructed mission buildings. 
Grownups and youngsters in and out of the state mail in inquiries — inquiries they 
sometimes want answered yesterday. 
“ P S. Could you please rush it,” scribbed a desperate high school girl from 
Woodland Hills. 
The job of answering this unending kind of mail is shared by the (Mirk's staff of Dick 
Edwards, Hal Hallett, Mike Harkwick and Mason, 
“ People say no one knows of the mission, but they Find out,” remarked Mason 
When a writer simply wants “ some information,” the letter is quickly answered 
with pre-printed pamphlets and brochures that the staff can pop into envelopes and 
mail back. 
But inquiries can be detailed and technical. 
A man in Rapid City, South Dakota, wants a list of all the plants growing on the 
mission grounds. He is writing a book and needs to know. 
A woman from Vermont writes about a matraca she saw on display at the mission 
10 years ago. Do you have any specifics on it? 
A student at San Jose State University is preparing a paper on statuaries housed in 
California missions. He needs the following information: names of statues at mis­ 
sion, materials used in their making, date and/or style, provenance, present location, 
known location prior to arrival, any other dates, legends, etc. connected to them 


“ Some are requests for you to do a lot of work for them,” said the area manager 
who has worked at La Purísima for 10 years. 
Letters wanting information “ come in bunches like bananas.” Over 200 a year are 
received. Yearly postage cost to answer them is between $300 and $400. 
Fortunately for the state park’s budget there are inquirers who enclose from 15 
cents to $1 for mailing expense and a self-addressed envelope. 
Mason reports that all of this mail is answered even if it is to say the facts are un­ 
available, “ but there’s not much we can’t answer.” 
For requests like the one on statuaries, said Mason, “ We will invite him to come 
down and participate in the search.” 


People write too because they w ill be in the Lompoc area soon and need tour infor­ 
mation. Movie companies write to seek information about using the romantic mission 
grounds as a backdrop or to include La Purísima in a mission documentary. 
Also, those fourth graders will not let the staff off so easily with a pamphlet. They 
sometimes write back with a list of particular questions. 
Which mission is famous for its saddles? Which mission was built the fastest? How 
many acres did your mission own at its peak? 
One girl wrote with a promise to “ visit your mission when I ’m old enough to drive 
and have the money.” 
Request for additional

The Lompoc Convalescent Care Center 
just may get its 13 requested in­ 
termediate care beds ... only it might not 
happen until January, 1977. 
Last week in Solvang a hearing body 
for the Ventura-Santa Barbara Health 
Systems Agency recognized the need for 
the beds and recommended approval of 
Lompoc Hospital District s application 
for them 
Last night in Ventura, the agency 
board of directors approved the recom­ 
mendation. Now the application will be 
forwarded to the State Advisory Health 
Council which meets monthly in one of 
several areas in the state. 
A ccording 
to 
W ayne 
Curtis, acting projects and review and 
development specialist for the agency, 
the district’s bed request will be put on 
an upcoming council agenda “ with a 
special request to implement the request 
as soon as they approve it and not have to 
wait until the first of the year ” 
He said that usually requests to change 
the state plan are put on the September 


agenda and; if approved, the change 
becomes effective on January 1. 
. 
“ What we are really doing is asking for 
an exception in the case of Lompoc,” he 
said. 
Last month, before the Solvang public 
hearing, he said that any change in the 
number of beds in a convalescent or 
acute hospital is decided when a new 
state plan is drawn up for the next year, 
not through a reviewing process such as 
the one in Solvang 
Consequently, the district entered the 
public hearing with little hope of getting 
a favorable recommendation. 
This morning acting hospital ad­ 
ministrator Jane Flaherty commented 
on the agency’s approval by saying, “ I 
think we’ve done all we can to this point.

Gov. Brown off 
for conference 
with Carter 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - Gov Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. w ill meet with 
Democratic presidential nominee Jim ­ 
my Carter Thursday in Plains, Ga., to 
discuss the general election campaign in 
California, it was announced today. 


The session w ill be their first face-to- 
face conference since Brown promised 
Carter his “ enthusiastic” support at a 
private meeting July 15 in New York the 
day after the Georgian won the nomina­ 
tion. 


Gary Davis, the governor's chief of 
staff, said Sen. Walter Mondale of Min­ 
nesota, the party’s vice presidential 
nominee, also is expected to participate 
in the conference, 


Davis said there was no formal agenda 
for the conference but he believed the 
discussion would include whether 
Carter’s campaign in California would 
be run by Californians or from the 
nominee’s Atlanta headquarters. 


“ Gov. Brown sees the meeting as an 
opportunity to exchange ideas on the 
important issues facing the country as 
well as to discuss the shape of Gov. 
Carter’s campaign in California,” Davis 
said. 


“ We don’t see the discussion limited 
to the nuts and bolts of a campaign 
operation. We see it as including a dis­ 
cussion of some of the issues that 
motivated Gov. Brown to enter the 
presidential race in the first place.” 


Ford will make 
'traditional' 
VP announcement 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford will announce his running mate “ in 
the traditional manner” after he is 
nominated, the White House said today. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen said Ford 
told Virginia delegates, who met with 
him at the White House Wednesday, that 
he would make known his choice at the 
GOP national conwention in Kansas 
City. 
Ronald Reagan has told GOP 
delegates Ford should announce his deci­ 
sion before the convention. 


of death-dealing illness 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (U P I) - State scientists today 
tentatively ruled out influenza as a cause of the mysterious 
illness that has kilted 23 persons but said other viruses and 
poisons remain possible sources of the hard hitting disease. 
Gov. Milton Shapp said preliminary reports from the 
state’s virology laboratory in Philadelphia indicate the il­ 
lness that struck at least 161 persons who attended an 
American Legion convention in Philadelphia “ most probably 
is not an influenza virus.” 
“ At this time, however, it is still too early to be entirely 
conclusive,” Shapp said at a news conference. He said the 
disease does not appear to be spreading. 
Dr. Leonard Bachman, state health secretary, said tests 
were continuing but he said the latest data seemed to leave 
some other viruses or toxic chemicals as the most likely 
cause of the mysterious ailment. 
Bachman said the federal government was sending spec­ 
ia lists to Philadelphia to check environmental factors at 
hotels and restaurants the victims may have visited while 
attending the Legion convention there July 21-24. 
“ There is currently an investigation as to whether air con­ 
ditioners released some type of toxic mist,” Bachman 
said. 


Supporting the possibility that some other type of virus 
might be involved were tests with specimens from three 
patients. Dr. Jay E. Satz, director of the virology division at 
the Philadelphia Bureau of Laboratories, said early results 
from the studies suggest a virus may be involved. 
Officials at the National Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta also said fungus-type diseases, prim arily 
histoplasmosis, remained a possibility. 
The latest victm added to the state’s confirmed list of 
Legion illness-related deaths was Mrs. Arlene E. Muffley, 
' 55, of Lycoming County. She died of pneumonia and underly­ 
ing coronary disease and had attended the Legion convention 
two weeks ago that is the common link in all the cases. 
“ Even though we do not have any final answers. I’m some­ 
what relieved by the information we do have available this 
morning for it does not appear that this is an outbreak of 
swine flu,” Shapp said. 
“ Our laboratory is of course continuing its exhaustive 
tests to discover the nature of the disease and we’re hopeful 
that the results of these tests and others being conducted at 
the Center for Disease Control in Atlanta will give us a more 
definitive answer in the near future.” 
It appeared the first viral test data from the CDC would be 
available Friday. 
County may share in $2 billion 
U.S. public works appropriation

Santa Barbara County is eligible for 
designation as a redevelopment area un­ 
der a Federal act and presumably can 
share in a public works appropriation of 
$2 billion if it participates in drawing up 
an overall economic plan, the Board of 
Supervisors has been informed. 
County supervisors will be requested 
to ask city councils of the five cities in 
the county to show their interest in tak­ 
ing part in the program with county 
government. 
Administrative Officer Raymond D. 
Johnson said he is recommending such 
an approach to the supervisors Monday. 
He said an economic plan as visualised 
could probably be drawn up through the 
County-Cities Area Planning Council 
help. Benefits would “ make us eligible 


for technical assistance, business loans 
and public works projects,” Johnson as­ 
serted 
The designation of Santa Barbara 
County as being eligible as a redevelop­ 
ment area was made on the basis of un­ 
employment data provided by the 
Department of Labor, Johnson ex­ 
plained. He said the project comes under 
the Public Works and Economic 
Development Act of 1965 
The county would need the incorporate 
economic planning in an overall develop­ 
ment program, pursuant to Department 
of Commerce guidelines, Johnson 
showed. Johnson said he met recently 
with an Economic Development Ad­ 
ministration aide, Hugh Taylor, with 
representatives of the cities in the 
county. 
Volunteers press efforts 
to dig out flood victims 


L O V E L A N D , Colo. ( U P I ) - 
Volunteer divers innoculated against dis­ 
ease today searched murky pools and 
specially trained dogs sniffed the banks 
of the Big Thompson River for more 
bodies from a weekend flash flood. 
Disaster officials also requested 
m ilitary devices, including infra-red 
cameras, to detect bodies buried in mud 
left by the 19-foot wall of water. 
Sheriff Bob Watson said more than 100 
bodies were counted, but said the final 
death toll might reach 150 to 200. He said 
some bodies, deeply buried or washed 
far downstream, might never be found 
“ We’ve got to get those bodies out. 
Disease always follows flood because of 
the decomposition of the bodies. We have 
all the living out, so the bodies are our 
next priority,” deputy Ralph Morgan 


said 
Morgan said the five divers and a six- 
man riverbank backup crew would try to 
locate bodies in vehicles submerged in 
15-foot-deep pools. 
“ All the bodies on the surface are out" 
sheriff’s Lt. Richard Hovey said. "The 
dogs have located several areas of debris 
where bodies may be, but they could be 
human or animals. We don’t know until 
we pull the piles apart.” 
Horee said searchers didn’t expect to 
find anyone left alive in the debris. “ It 
would take a superhuman person to sur­ 
vive since Saturday night under a pile of 
debris, especially if he was injured.” 
The divers, wearing rubber wet suits 
and equipped with oxygen, were in­ 
noculated against diphtheria, typhoid 
and tetanus as a precaution, Hovey said

BEIRU T, Lebanon (U PI) - An Arab 
League sponsored truce took hold across 
most of Lebanon today but fighting raged 
on in parts of the capital. 
The cease-fire, announced by Maj. Gen 
Hassan Ghoneim, commander of the 
2,300-man Arab League peacekeeping 
force in Beirut, followed one of the 
heaviest nights of fighting in the 16- 
month civil war. 
The Christians launched all-out attacks 
on the besieged Palestinian camp of Tal 
Zaatar and on the northeastern Moslem 
suburb of Nabaa in an attempt to capture 
them before the -truce went into effect. 
The defenders beat them back, however, 
and clashes continued in those two fronts 
hours after the truce deadline, reports 
from the areas said. 
Elsewhere, battlefronts were quiet. 
The Red Cross postponed a new 
evacuation of wounded from Tel Zaatar 
until Friday because of close calls in a 


rescue operation Wednesday. 
A bullet crashed through the rear win­ 
dow of a car filled with wounded children 
and a mortar shell exploded only yards 
from the Red Cross convoy of trucks, 
ambulances and a school bus pulling out 
of the camp with 243 persons. 


“ Because of this, we decided we must 
review our operational procedures and 
postpone the evacuation one day,” a Red 
Cross spokesman said. 


The truce agreement, the 54th in the 
war, provided for a phased withdrawal of 
all m ilitia factions, a buffer zone policed 
by Arab League troops across the main 
confrontation line of the divided capital 
and the reopening of Beirut’s inter­ 
national airport by Aug. 15. 


No timetable for either the withdrawal 
or the establishment of the buffer zone 
was announced, however 


Unless all cities can participate, the 
program presumably can’t go forward in 
the county.

Senate okays 
Clean Air bill 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Senate 
today overwhelmingly passed a bill to 
move the nation toward clean air within 
the pressures of energy supply and 
economic growth. 
Backers called the measure, which 
passed 78-13, a realistic approach to the 
environment. Critics said it bowed to in­ 
dustry’s lobbying and make continued 
pollution too easy. v 
In some ways, the bill toughens the 
requirements of the Clean Air Act of 1970 
and in some ways it postpones or relaxes 
them 
The measure passed after the Senate 
rejected amendments to speed the day 
when auto exhausts are much cleaner 
By votes of 61-30 and 58-33 the Senate 
turned down amendments by Sen. Gary 
Hart, D.-Coto., to the Clean Air BUI The 
votes left intact the bill’s relaxation of 
existing law as it applies to exhaust 
cleanup standards 
Under existing law, cars would have 
had to meet tougher exhaust standards in 
the 1978 models — the cars that come out 
late next year. 
The bill would postpone that until 1979 
models for hydrocarbon and carbon 
monoxide — two of the main auto emis­ 
sions — and until 1960 models for 
nitrogen oxide, a lug-irritating exhaust 
component 
The votes took the MU a Mg step 
toward passage, expected in the Senate 
later today. The House opened debate on 
a considerably different version Wednes­ 
day. % 
The Mils in both houses update the 
Clean Air Act of 1970 in some ways mak­ 
ing it tougher and in some ways relaxing 
it because of energy, economy and 
technology problems, 
The legislation would prevent 
significant dirtying of air in areas 
designated clean-air regions, give cities 
more breathing room for exploring new 
transportation, and give industries and 
businesses more time to meet emission 
limits.

Unfortunately, the G irls Club 
executive director says, the 
m ajority of status offenders are 
adolescent girls. 
“ People tend to believe boys 
w ill be boys and girls are in­ 
co rrig ib le for the same 
behavior,“ 
Skinner 
dammed. 
“ G irls are being tried for things 
boys are simply reprimanded 
for.” 
Skinner said she w ill be work­ 
ing to get status offenders out 
of the courts in Lompoc and

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17 more executed in 
abortive Sudan coup

KHARTOUM, Sudan (UPI) 
— Sudan’s military regime 
executed another 17 persons to­ 
day including former Col. Mo­ 
hammed Nour Saad, alleged 
leader of July’s abortive at­ 
tem pt to topple President 
Jaafar Numeiry, Sudanese 
radio reported. 


The new executions came one 
day after 81 other persons were 
put to death for their part in the 
foiled coup July 2. 


The Omdurman radio said the 
17 were executed after their 
conviction in a state security 
court for their part in the 
putsch attempt, which Numeiry 
has accused Libya of master­ 
minding. 


The radio did not say how the 
latest executions were carried 
out but government sources 
said the defendants were killed 
by firing squads. 
Another four persons were 
sentenced to 14 years imprison­ 
ment and one was acquitted, 
the radio said. 
The 17 defendants w ere 
sentenced to death two days ago 
by a state security court in Om­ 
durman, located across the Nile 
River from the capital of Khar­ 
toum. President Numeiry had 
endorsed the sentences. 
According to prosecution wit­ 
nesses at the 10-day trial, the 
plotters had trained in Ethiopia 
and Libya before filtering into 
the Sudan. 


The charges against Saad, 42, 
and the other defendants in­ 
cluded waging war against the 
Sudan and attem pting to 
overthrow Numeiry. 
Numeiry has charged Libyan 
leader Col. Moammar Khadafy 
masterminded the plot during 
which a total of 783 persons, in­ 
cluding 83 military personnel, 
were killed in street fighting. 
Sudan broke diplomatic rela­ 
tions with Libya following the 
incident, but Khadafy denied 
the charge. 
Numeiry claimed that he es­ 
caped death during the coup at­ 
tempt by arriving home earlier 
than expected from a three- 
week trip to the United States 
and France. 
Jew s clash among selves 
over Old Jerusalem pray-in 


JERUSALEM (UPI) - Doz­ 
ens of ultra-orthodox Jews 
clashed today with a group of 
militant Jews attempting to 
stage a pray-in in the Old City 
of Jerusalem at the site of an 
ancient Hebrew temple de­ 
stroyed by Romans in 70 A.D. 
Police, originally concerned 
about the possibility of violence 
between Jews and Arabs, broke 
up the confrontation within 
sight of the ancient Wailing 
Wall. 
Two dozen right-wing Jews 
tried to march up the winding 
trail alongside the Wailing Wall 
to the green wooden doors of 
the Morocco Gate, entrance to 
the Mt. Moriah complex, to 
mark the annual fast of Tishah 
B’av commemorating the tem­ 
ple’s destruction. 
The historic hilltop also is 
sacred to Moslems, who believe 
it was the scene of Moham­ 
med’s ascent into heaven 


But the militant Jews, carry­ 
ing a banner reading “ Pray on 
the Temple Mount,” instead 
ran intp an equal number of 
black-coated, 
ultra-orthodox 
Jews trying to block the pray- 
in. Orthodox Jews believe it is 
wrong to pray there until the 
temple is rebuilt. 
“It is forbidden,” the Jews 
shouted as they ripped down the 
banner. “ It’s a tragedy for the 
Jewish people.” 


Israeli au th o rities have 
barred Jewish prayer on Mt. 
Moriah, site of the A1 Aqsa 
mosque, to avoid inflaming 
Arabs. The mosque sits on a 
hilltop above the Wailing Wall, 
which had been the Western 
wall of the ancient temple cour­ 
tyard. 


Arabs rioted for months on 
the occupied West Bank of 
Jordan last spring after a 
Jerusalem magistrate freed a 


group of Jews arrested for 
praying at the site. Hie decision 
was later overruled. 
The two groups of Jews 
clashed for about a half-hour 
along the 150-yard path to the 
Morocco Gate, trapping dozens 
of tourists in the melee of 
pimching and shoving. 
After police broke up the con­ 
frontation, the right-wing Jews 
marched to the green gate and 
staged a pray-in outside when 
police refused to let them pass. 
The demonstration broke up 
15 minutes later when a white- 
bearded rabbi recited the 
Jewish prayer for the dead ami 
then kissed two policeman 
standing in front of the gate. 
There were small scale dis­ 
turbances in a number of West 
Bank towns Wednesday and 
Arab merchants were on strike 
for a fourth day to protest a new 
8 per cent sales tax imposed by 
Israeli officials. 
Bill ending indeterminate 
prison terms passes hurdle 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
landmark measure abolishing 
California's 59-year-old system 
of indeterminate prison sent­ 
ences cleared its biggest 
legislative hurdle Wednesday 
night with the help of Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. 
The Senate-passed measure 
(SB42) by Sen. John A. Nejedly, 
R Walnut Creek, was approved 
by the six-member Assembly 
Criminal Justice Committee on 
a minimum 4-1 vote, which 
observers said was the bill’s 
moat difficult test. 
The bill now goes to the Ways 
and Means Committee. 
Under the bill, judges would 
establish fixed prison release 
dates within a limited range of 
possible penalties to fit the 
crime as spelled out in the 
legislation. 
Currently, judges give broad 
or indeterminate sentences, 
such as five yean to life in 
prison, and the state Adult 
Authority later decides private­ 
ly when an inmate should be 
released 


Generally, the bill is designed 
to establish prison terms for 
crimes that are the average of 
those now served by male in­ 
mates. 
One significant result is that 
the average incarceration for 
women would increase substan­ 
tially since they now have 
lighter average sentences than 
men because their crim es 
overall are less violent 
Nejedly said of his bill, “This 
will put the whole matter of 
sentencing where it should be — 
in the courts, up front and open 
to the public.” 
“The existing law is not a 
system of justice but a system 
of politics.” Nejedly argued, 
charging that under former 
Gov. Ronald Reagan average 
sentences were increased “sim­ 
ply by fiat.” 
The bill is the product of in­ 
tense negotiations during the 
past four months that were in­ 
itiated by Brown's office and 
generally resulted in beefing up 
criminal penalties, especially 
for repeat offenders 
Californian gains 
after being stricken 


SANTA ANA (UPI) - A 
California man. who stayed at 
the same Philadelphia hotel 
that housed American Legion­ 
naires who died of a mysterious 
disease, was being treated to­ 
day for similar symptoms but 
apparently is not seriously ill, 
according to health authorities. 


The man. who asked that his 
identity be concealed, was in 
satisfactory condition with 
“ moderate pneumonia,” said 
Dr. Gerald Wagner, director of 
the Orange County Health 
Department’s infectious dis­ 
ease unit. 
“He was not too ill,” Wagner 
said, and his condition was im­ 
proving. 
T he m an s ta y e d a t a 
Philadelphia hotel, also used by 
the legionnaires, from July 21 
to July 23, Wagner said, and 
became ill five or six days after 
returning home 
“He called his personal physi­ 
cian after be saw reports of the 


P h ila d e lp h ia 
illn e s s on 
television.” Wagner said 
“ His family hasn't caught it 
... I am assuring everyone that 
the symptoms seem to be 
limited to those who stayed at 
the Philadelphia hotels, that It 
does not appear to be contagi­ 
ous, and there is nothing for us 
to be worried about.” 
Laboratory samples have 
been sent to the state health 
department and the federal 
Contagious Disease Control 
Center at Atlanta, he said. 
In neighboring Los Angeles 
county, a health department of­ 
ficial said both labs were also 
sent samples taken from an un­ 
identified man who had been in 
Philadelphia last month and 
another person “ closely as­ 
sociated” with him. 
Dr. Shirley Fannin, director 
of communicable disease con­ 
trol, said both reported symp­ 
toms similar to the mystery il­ 
lness, but she was doubtful they 
had contracted it.

Jailing of newsmen 
held up by court 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The California Supreme Court 
has spared, at least tem ­ 
porarily, an indefinite jail term 
for four Fresno, CaUf., Bee 
newsmen who refuse to disclose 
a news source. 
The high tribunal stayed their 
sentences Wednesday — 2Mi 
hours before they were to begin 
serving the jail term—without 
comment. 
Attorneys for the defendants 
had asked the Supreme Court 
for an evidentiary hearing to 
determine whether “a reasona­ 
ble likelihood” existed that con­ 
finement would make the court 
newsmen talk. 
The four were 
Managing 
Editor George Gruner, former 
City Editor James Bort Jr., 
reporters Joe Rosato and 
William Patterson. Hiey had in­ 
voked California’s shield law, 
which permits reporters to 
withhold their sources. 
The Supreme Court hearing 
sought by the four was similar 
to one granted recently to 
William Farr, a Los Angeles 
reporter who refused to name 
the sources of a story about the 


Charles Manaon murder trial. 
Farr had been threatened with 
an indefinite term but later the 
case was resolved with a five- 
day sentence. 
The Bee stories in January 
1975 concerned bribery charges 
against a Fresno city council­ 
man and were based on secret 
grand jury testimony. 
On Tuesday the state 5th 
District Court of Appeal turned 
down a Bee petition but gave 
the defendants an extra day to 
go to the Supreme Court. In 
previous legal efforts, where 
they invoked the shield law, 
they lost both in the state and 
U.S. Supreme Court. 
The petition to the state 
Supreme Court distinguished 
between jail sentences intended 
to be punitive and those in­ 
tended to coerce Society has no 
interest, it said, in imprisoning 
reporters “whose refusal to 
cooperate with the court is 
respectful and is based upon es­ 
tablished moral principles.” 
They maintained they would 
never answer the 55 questions 
put to them by a court in 
Fresno.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
jury In the trial of William and 
Emily Harris faced a sixth day 
of deliberations today, raising 
speculations the trial could «id 
in 9 hung jury and mistrial 
The Jury quit for the night 
Wednesday after more than 7 
hours, bringing to 30 hours and 
20 minutes the time spent in 
deliberation sine* Friday. 
The Harrises, Symbionese 
Liberation Army members, 
were charged with 11 counts of 
robbery, assault and kidnaping 
for an alleged crime spree with 
Patricia’Hcaret, who faces trial 
on the sam e ch arg es in 
January. 
The charges against them 
carry penalties ranging from a 
minimum 15,000 fine to a max­ 
imum of a mandatory life 


prison sentence. 


Regardless of the outcome of 
this trial, they also face trial In 
Oakland on charges of kidnap­ 
ing Miss H earst, who has 
reportedly agreed to testify 
against them 


County Auditor Mark Blood- 
good Wednesday pegged the 
cost of the Harris trial at 
$617,000 as of the end of July, 
about $71,060 more than the 
previous record for a trial of 
the same length. Моте than half 
the cost was for security 
measures 
Sheriff’s deputies 
search and photograph all spec­ 
tators entering the special 
security courtroom, divided by 
a bulletproof glass barrier 
between participants and on­ 
lookers. 


The massive switch in prison 
policy now is backed by nearly 
all law enforcem«it chiefs in 
California. Brown and Attorney 
General Evelle Younger. 
But the Prisoners Union, the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
and some judges vigorously op­ 
posed the bill 
They argued 
prison terms on the average 
would increase, judges hands 
would be tied too strictly in set­ 
ting sentences and just as many 
inequities would arise under the 
new scheme 
The governor's influence was 
vividly portrayed during the 
five-hour hearing as Tony 
Kline, Brown's legal affaire 
secretary, negotiated and lob­ 
bied for last-minute amend­ 
ments. Brown’s interest in the 
bill was sparked by an appellate 
court ruling striking down his 
adm inistration s 
policy in 
which the Adult Authority gave 
fixed release dates. 
As an example of how the 
Nejedly bill would work, as­ 
sault with a deadly weapon is 
now punishable by an indeter­ 
m inate sentence from six 
months to life. The bill would 
require the judge to set a 
specific sentence of two, three 
or four years. 
In addition, the judge may 
add substantially more prison 
time for previous convictions 
Good behavior in prison results 
in obtaining a one-third reduc­ 
tion in the sentence 
Santa Clara Superior Court 
Judge Bruce F. Allen argued 
that judges “almost always will 
select the middle term ” provid­ 
ed for an offense because of a 
provision requiring judges to 
explain in writing their reasons 
for giving the shortest or 
longest of the three possible 
sentences 
“Judges will have zero dis­ 
cretion.” he testified 
Rod Bionien, spokesman for 
the California Peace Officers 
Association, said the fixed 
sentences will eliminate the 
feeling of “hopelessness" now 
experienced by inmates not 
knowing when they will be 
released 
“We may have a reduction in 
prison violence," he added 
Under the hill, the parole- 
setting Adult Authority would 
be scrapped and would be 
replaced by a nine-member 
Community Release Board, 
which will oversee paroles — 
usually one year — and decide 
if good time credits should be 
revoked 


Those in prison when the bill 
takes effect will be released 
when they have served the 
average time for the crime they 
committed. Judge Allen es­ 
timated that up to 1,000 inmates 
would be released earlier than 
they otherwise would under the 
old system.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Telephones at the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission have 
been “ ringing off the hooks” 
with calls from confused 
Citizen Band radio fans for the 
past week. 
They want to know what the 
FCC's July 27 announcement 
expanding the number of chan­ 
nels available for CB use means 
to them, or when it takes effect. 
"There’s just a lot of con­ 
fusion," said R ichard H. 
Everett, assistant chief of the 
FCC’s Amateur and Citizens 
Division, in an interview. 
The two major points of con­ 
cern appear to be whether a 
person, who currently owns a 
23-channel set, can put an 
adapter on it to hike it to the 
new 40-channel limitation, and 
the date when 40-channel sets 
will be authorized and on sale.

BERKELEY, Calif (UPI) - 
“I’m going to get shot to death 
tonight.

— To enlist the white govern­ 
ment of South Africa in con­ 
vincing Rhodesian Premier Ian 
Smith that bloodshed is in­ 
evitable unless he negotiated a 
turnover of power to the black 
majority in Rhodesia. 
— To create a monetary fund 
to compensate white settlers in 
Rhodesia for property they may 
lose in any settlement. 
— To encourage Rhodesia to 
move toward elections in the 
next two years for handing 
power to the black population. 
Kissinger believes Vorster 
realizes any new violence in 
Rhodesia could create new 
pressures for Soviet and Cuban 
interference in Africa, some­ 
thing the United States hopes to 
avoid. 
Officials said both the United 
States and Britain were deeply 
concerned about South West 
Africa, administered under a 
mandate by South Africa, and 
due for independence this 
month according to the U.N. 
Officials said the two coun­ 
tries predicted a bitter U.N. 
debate in September if South 
Africa failed to grant freedom 
to the territory, also known as 
Namibia, and might even vote 
economic sanctions against 
South Africa.

PANMUNJOM, Korea (UPI) 
— South and North Korean 
soldiers traded gunfire today 
along the eastern sector of their 
151-mile truce front. No casual­ 
ties were reported on either 
side. 
The incident was reported by 
both the U.N. Command and 
North Korea at the 378th 
meeting of the Korean Military 
Armistice Commission held 
later at this truce village. 
At the same time, North 
Korea renewed a demand for a 
bilateral peace treaty with the 
United States to replace the 23- 
year-old Korean Arm istice 
agreement. 
The demand, aiming at a 
direc$ U.S.-North Korea deal 
leaving out South Korea, was 
coupled with repeated calls for 
U.S. withdrawal from South 
Korea. 
A UNC official said the com­ 
mission considered the clash 
“certainly a serious incident ’ 
but added, "W e a re not 
alarm ed.” Communist offi­ 
cials were not immediately 
available for comment. 
(In Washington, a Pentagon 
spokesman said today’s inci­ 
dent was “not unusual Someti­ 
mes, somebody will take a pot 
shot just for the hell of it. This 
is one more in a series of inci­ 
dents over the years.” ) 


The clash took place about 25 
miles northeast of Chorwon, 45 
miles northeast of Seoul. The 
last reported border flareup 
also occurred near Chorwon. 
In that battle, three Commu­ 
nist troops and three South 
Koreans died and three were in­ 
jured in fighting from June 19- 
22.

Stuffed Spanish Rolls 
2 lbs. hamburger 
1 lrg. onion, diced 
3 cloves garlic, mashed 
salt and pepper to taste 
1 or 2 (to taste) small cans Los Palmas sauce 
2 lbs. cheddar cheese 
1 can minced olives 
1 small can Ortega diced chili peppers 
French rolls 
Combine hamburger, onion and garlic in skillet. Sim­ 
mer until meat is well done. Add olives, chillies, salt, 
pepper and Las Palmas sauce. Simmer until well 
blended. (If you like them more ’Spanish,’ add more 
Las Palmas and chopped chillies.) 
Refrigerate overnight or until very cool. Add grated 
cheese and mix well. Cut toos from French rolls; 
scrape out insides and stuff with the Spanish filling. 
Replace top and wrap in foil. Bake in 275 degree oven 
until cheese is all melted. These rolls freeze well for 
later use. 


Rice Dinner Delight 
A dish of Lothelle Grossini’s is this main dish cas­ 
serole. 
1 lb. pkg. Hormel bulk pork sausage (not the hot 
kind) 
Fry until 2/3 done and pour off the grease 
1 cup celery, chopped 
1 cup onion, chopped 
2 cans cream of chicken soup 
small can mushrooms with juice 
1 cup uncooked rice 
Mix together and put in buttered casserole. Bake at 
350 degrees for 2 hours. Stir once or twice. 


Marinated Vegetables 
A favorite of Mary Ann Goodnow is this combination 
of vegetables, 
lto cup cut green beans 
to cup mushrooms, stems and pieces 
3 tbsp. dehydrated onion flakes 
1 cucumber, sliced 
to cup pimientos, sliced 
to cup radishes, sliced 
to cup zucchini, sliced 
2 cups cauliflower, cut into small pieces. 
Marinate: to cup vinegar, to cup water, heaping tsp. 
MSG, pepper, artificial sweetener to equal 2 tsp. 
sugar, lto tsp. seasoned salt, to tsp. garlic powder. 
Mix and pour over vegetables and marinate overnight. 


Rumaki 
A tasty appetizer is this offered by Joy (Mrs. Dale) 
Batchelor. 
Make a marinade of 1 tbsp. sugar, to tsp. ginger, 1 
clove garlic, 1 cup soy sauce. Cut bacon slices in 
halves or thirds. Wrap one bacon piece around one half 
of the water chestnut and one quarter of a chicken 
liver. Secure with toothpick. Place in marinade for 
few minutes, drain and bake on a rack in shallow pan 
in a 350 degree oven until crispy-looking. 


Greek Moussaka 
Norma Jean Woodard provided the following recipe 


for the special cookbook. 
Saute 1 med. onion, chopped in to lb. butter. Add 2 
lbs. ground sirloin, salt, pepper, to tsp. cinnamon and 
to tsp. nutmeg. Add to lb. fresh peeled, chopped 
tomatoes and 1 wine glass of wine. Cook, covered, over 
medium heat for 25 min. Remove. 
Slice approximately 2 lbs. eggplant, 2 lbs. zucchini, 
lto lbs. potatoes, all cut to inch thick. Brown on all 
sides in olive oil. Butter a 3 inch deep baking pan 10 x 
12. Place to of vegetables in casserole, then add 1/3 
meat mixture; sprinkle with parsley and 1 cup grated 
Romano cheese. Repeat layers, ending with vegetable. 
Mix 3 tbsp. flour with butter (not melted first) 2 cups 
boiling milk and 5 eggs. Cook over low heat 10 minutes 
until thick.

shredded American cheese 
Combine beef, egg, bread crumbs, mustard, 
horseradish, salt, onion salt and pepper.

A new and exciting industry 
of the smokeless variety, com­ 
posed of youthful, talented and 
artistic people engaged in the 
art of publishing as well as tee 
shirt manufacturing has come 
upon the Santa Ynez Valley 
scene with the establishment of 
Wings Unlimited, the inter­ 
national magazine of hang 
gliding and the firm’s corporate 
offices. 
Headed by 38-year-old Harold 
Steves, the Wings publication 
and all of the corporate offices 
have been set up in an apart­ 
ment completely renovated and 
redecorated for business pur­ 
poses. 
The company is situated in 
Suite A of 1668 Eucalyptus 
Drive, Solvang, in the shadow 
of the upper Solvang Elemen­ 
tary School and the Solvang 
Lutheran Home and Santa Ynez 
Valley Recovery Residence 
complex. 
Site of the corporate 
headquarters on Eucalyptus 
Drive is temporary. Steves is 
now in the midst of plans to 
erect a 10,000 square foot 
building in the valley which will 
house not only the offices of 
Wings but of a new publication, 
Balloon, which will cater to air 
balloon enthusiasts. 
The move of the corporate of­ 
fices has been made over the 
past weeks from Colorado Spr­ 
ings, Colo. 
Steves has a wide background 
in printing and graphics. He 
grew up in Kansas City, Mo., 
where his father operated a 
large printing business 
During the past seven years 
he was an engineer with a firm 
in San Francisco and during 
that period frequently visited 
Solvang and the valley on trips 
to Los Angeles. 
How did he come to choose 
the valley as a location for his 
enterprises? Steves said he was 
enamored of the valley from 
the beginning and often said if 
the opportunity ever should 
arise enabling him to work and 
live in the valley, he’d take it. 
“ Fortunately that oppor­ 
tunity did come and here we 
are,” he declared. 
Steves launched his Wings 
publication with the February - 
March 1975 issue which con­ 
tained 36 pages. Today, the is­ 
sues average 88 pages and com­ 
mand a world wide circulation 
of 750,000 devotees of one of the 
newest most popular sports, 
hang gliding 
Hang gliding today is a major 
industry with 918 dealers and 
distributors of gliders and 78 
manufacturers 
located 
throughout the world 
All of the production work 
for Wings, gathering of 
editorial 
m aterial, 
photographs, art and ads is now 
carried out in Solvang with the 
actual printing of the magazine 
handled by R.R. Donnelly and 
Sons at their one of six U.S. 
plants in Lancaster. Pa. 
The Donnelly firm prints all 
of the major magazines in the 
United States, including 
National Geographic. Time, 
and Sports Illustration, which 


are regarded as among the 
nation’s "big three” today. 
The first issue of Balloon is 
destined to come off the press 
in late October with an initial 
circulation of about 50,000. 
Steves estimates there are 
about 125,000 hot air balloon 
enthusiasts with many belong­ 
ing to the nation’s 227 balloon 
clubs and associations. 
Steves said man has always 
had a desire to fly and Leonardo 
da Vinci was the first to at­ 
tempt the hang glider method 
back in 1493. Today’s delta 
shape glider, the most popular, 
is of the type developed by 
Francis M. Rogollo in France in 
the late 1950’s primarigy to aid 
space vehicles make re-entry to 
earty. 
Steves says hang gliding is 
one of the least expensive of 
sports with gliders going today 
for between |400 and $600. They 
last for years, he added, and 
can be used the year around 
anywhere in the world. 
He added too, they are no 
more dangerous than anything 
else but cautioned it is "ab- 
solutely necessary that 
everyone who wants to hang 
glide must take lessons to learn 
how to do it and how to fly like a 
bird.” 
Steves said hang gliding is 
most popular in the United 
States in Southern California, 
Colorado and the east coast 
where higher elevations in 
some areas permit flying by the 
foot launch method. However, 
he pointed, gliders can be towed 
behind a boat or a car on the 
water or flat land surfaces to 
permit take off into the air. 
"Hang gliders can be enjoyed 
anywhere," he stressed. 
Since coming to the valley, he 
has been responsible for the for­ 
mation of the Solvang Skyriders 
Club which has about 19 
members ranging in age from 
14 to 40. Club members meet 
nightly in average size groups 
of half a dozen to go hang 
gliding in the valley. 
In addition to his magazine 
activities. Steves is also in­ 
volved in moving his Turkey 
Shirts factory from Penn­ 
sylvania to the valley. The tee 
shirt factory will be equipped 
with the largest silk screen 
process color press in the 
United States and will be 
capable of printing more colors 
on any tee shirt than anyone in 
the country 
The press will have a printing 
capacity of 148 dozen shirts an 
hour, Steves said.- After the 
move to the new plant soon to 
be constructed within the next 
90 to IX) days, a total of about 20 
to 30 people will be employed.

purposes. 
And, it has been noted, that as 
early as April 25, 1944, the local 
group corresponded with the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Com­ 
merce to determine the ad­ 
vantages of affiliating with the 
Los Angeles group. 
The first board of directors of 
the valley chamber consisted of 
21 members, seven of whom 


Supervisors split fish and game fines 


By DICK PRAUL 
In a compromise action, the 
Board of Supervisors Monday 
granted the County Fish and 
Game Advisory Committee an 
even split of $15,822 in Fish and 
Game fines money for the 
current fiscal year. 
Earlier, the board had ap­ 
proved a splitting up of the 
funds in a manner to give the 
County Park Department two- 
thirds of the total to carry on 
with regular Lake Cachuma 
trout plants starting in the late 
fall. 
This was protested by com­ 
mittee president Robert Trapp 
Jr., Santa Maria attorney, and 
others on the advisory body on 
the grounds the fish plants 
didn’t qualify for fines money. 
Trapp. Stanley Radom. of 
Santa Ynez Valley and others 
on the committee, continue to 
contend that the trout plants — 
utilized by the Park Depart­ 
ment to lure park visitors dur­ 
ing slow summer months and 
build up revenues — are not a 


means of conserving and 
propagating 
wildlife. The 
trout are quickly caught, the 
board was told, and there is 
every indication they are not 
reproducing, according to 
Radom and others. 


The board had delegated 
Supervisor Robert E. Kailman 
to meet with the advisory 
group. Park Department of­ 
ficials, State Fish and Game 
Department representatives, 
and 
spokesmen 
for 
sportsmen's groups in an ef­ 
fort to resolve the matter. 
Kailman came in with a 
recommendation to carry on 
with the board’s first proposal 
allotting two-thirds of the fines 
money for fish plants and one 
third to the advisory council for 
its projects. But in the face of 
adamant continued opposition 
by the advisory group — sup­ 
ported by large sportsmen’s 
groups in the county and in 
central California — Kailman 
offered the compromise that 


was approved unanimously by 
the board. 
The board also approved 
Kail man’s recommendations 
that the Fish and Game Ad­ 
visory Committee make recom­ 
mendations in the future to the 
county supervisors regarding 
suggestions coming to it from 
the Park Department or Park 
Commission, for use of fines 
money. 
The Park Commission also 
was directed to recommend 
alternatives to funding the trout 
planting program at Lake 
Cachuma. without reliance on 
fish and game fines money. 
The advisory group stressed 
it did not oppose the trout 
plants, but was specifically 
against allotment of fines 
money to help finance the 
program. 
Supervisors received a list of 
projects that the advisory 
group had hoped to carry out 
this fiscal year utilizing fines 
money. This list will have to be 
drastically reduced, it was

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Mechanical problems stymie Indictments eyed 
further Viking experiments 
in bus kidnaping 


PASADENA, Calif. (U P I) - 
The Viking lander was built to 
withstand anything Mars and 
its harsh, frigid climate could 
provide. Scientists think a 
problem with an essential part 
— its one long arm — could be 
mechanical. 


A special “ failure analysis 
team“ has been named to find 
out why the boom arm that 
picks up soil samples in its 
small steam shovel-like jaws 
has stopped working. 


Dr. Thomas Young, mission 
director, gave four possible 
causes for the failure of the 
boom arm to retract while try­ 
ing to get a soil sample into an 
organic molecule test chamber 
for the second time. 


One possible cause is an 
electronics failure in the con­ 
trol assembly. If that is the 
case, a backup system is 
available. It could be noise in­ 
terference and that can be cor­ 
rected. If the boom jammed, it 
is possible to fix it. 


If the motor failed — there is 
no backup system — that w ill 
end the lander's ability to pick 
up Martian soil. 


The m ajor biology ex­ 
periments, however, already 
have enough soil to work with 
through more than one investi­ 
gation 


Photos of the boom are to be 
sent back to earth Friday to tell 
scientists at what point the 


failure occurred. 
The test, called a gas 
chromatograph mass spec­ 
trometer, was designed to tell if 
life ever existed on the red 
planet or if it is possible for life 
to begin in the future. 
It was decided to continue 
with the test even without a 
new soil sample. Young said 
scientists were sure enough 
dust was already in the 
chamber. 
Viking 2, scheduled to enter 
orbit Saturday morning, was 
less than a half million miles 
from Mars. It is to put down its 
lander Sept. 4 in a northern 
latitude where scientists say 
there is more moisture and a 
greater possibility of finding 
life.

In a stormy session marked 
by emotional pleas for justice 
and hard-nosed political talk of 
electability, the party leaders 
voted 253-186 Wednesday night 
to ask Howe to step aside 
because of his conviction in a 
C ity Court on charges he 
solicited sex acts for hire from 
two police decoy prostitutes. 


A second resolution — to 
select a write-in candidate to 
run in November no matter 
what Howe does — never got to 
a vote because a motion to 
adjourn narrowly passed three 
hours after the emergency 
meeting started. 


The meeting began with a 
short speech by Howe’s wife, 
Marlene, who maintained her 
49-year-old husband was inno­ 
cent of any wrong-doing. Her 


throat taut and her voice rising, 
Mrs. Howe said the family had 
gone “ through h ell” since 
Howe’s arrest June 12 in the 
city’s tenderloin. 
“ I want you to know that 
Allan is incapable of doing what 
he is charged with. I wish there 


was some magic way I could let 
you know what a good man this 
is. I plead with you not to judge 
him until all the facts are 
known,“ she told the group of 
party leaders in the largest 
county of Howe’s Second 
Congressional District.

Justice Court prelim inary 
hearings are held to determine 
whether there was enough 
evidence to bind over suspects 
to Superior Court for trial.

Mississippi still evenly split

Ronald Reagan flew into Mis­ 
sissippi and New Jersey 
searching for delegates, but 
President Ford found he had 
better luck staying home at the 
White House and playing host to 
Virginia Republicans 
The delegate-by-delegate bat­ 
tle for the GOP presidential 
nomination saw Ford gain a 
delegate each in South Carolina 
and Virginia and losing two in 
North Dakota Wednesday. 
The biggest question mark in 
the Republican battle remained 
just that. Despite the personal 
courtship of both candidates, 
Mississippi’s 30 uncommitted 
delegates were still seen evenly 
divided between Ford and 
Reagan and it was unknown if 
the delegation would follow its 


tradition and vote by the unit 
rule — throwing all the votes to 
either Ford or Reagan. 
Reagan introduced his poten­ 
tial running mate. Sen. Richard 
Schweiker, to Mississippi dele­ 
gates and said they were not 
philosophically “ incompat­ 
ible.” Schweiker, in his first 
campaign trip with Reagan, 
agreed, but refused to disavow 
his liberal voting record. 
The latest UPI count gives 
Ford 1,121 votes, nine short of 
the number needed; Reagan 
1,030, and 106 uncommitted. 
While the GOP nomination 
was up in the air, Democratic 
candidate Jimmy Carter said 
the Republicans were digging 
up dirt to use against him. He 
said the GOP national commit­ 
tee already was sending out 


‘‘every adverse comment that’s 
been made, that's unconfirmed 
or that’s been published.” 


But the Georgian said he can 
stand the heat and knows of no 
Scandals in his past or that of 
his running mate, Sen. Walter 
Mondale, that can hurt the 
Democratic ticket.

— The Ford committee an­ 
nounced that four delegates 
from South Carolina had 
switched from Reagan to un­ 
committed. One, Raymond 
Harris, had announced his 
switch earlier. Of the remain­ 
ing three, Carroll Campbell 
said he was still firmly commit­ 
ted to Reagan; M. Lee 
Blackburn said he was “ reas­ 
sessing” but was “ for Reagan 
leaning toward uncommitted,” 
and Henry Taylor could not be 
reached. 


— A resurvey of North 
Dakota gave Ford 10 votes, 
Reagan five and three uncom­ 
mitted. John Sellie, uncommit­ 
ted all along, said he talked 
with Warren Hartje and John 
Shide, who earlier backed Ford. 
They agreed to go to the con­ 
vention uncommitted. 


— Ford received good news 
from Sen. Clifford Case, R- 
N .J., who said the President 
has 80 “ solid” votes in his state 
and should get all 67 at the con­ 
vention. The headcount did not 
change the tally used by most 
news media, including UPI. 


— Two Republican congress­ 
man on the House Judiciary 
Committee — Thomas Rails- 
back of Illinois and William 
Cohen of Maine — urged Ford 
to review Richard Nixon’s im­ 
peachment proceedings before 
considering John Connally as a 
possible running mate. They 
specifically said two White 
House tapes involving Connally, 
who was acquitted of bribery 
charges in the milk fund scan­ 
dal, should be reviewed. 


A more perfect union 
Virginia took the initiative 
in converting the post-

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Senate moves to kill recycling tax credits 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate has moved to kill a 
proposed new tax credit for 
recycling of paper, glass, 
metals and other materials. 
The vote, which came late 
Wednesday night, apparently 
surprised both the supporters of 
the $200 million per year credit 
and the “reform” group which 
had called it nothing but a wind­ 
fall for the recycling industry. 
The vote was a rare victory for 
the reformers. 
Supporters fought vainly to 
delay a vote after a prelimi­ 
nary count went against them 
37 to 33 during the late night 
session. Some 30 senators who 
were absent as the clock moved 
past 11 p.m. could have changed 
the results. 
Environmental groups long 
have complained that tax laws 
encourage the use of virgin 
materials over recycled mate­ 
rials, but many groups opposed 


the idea of a recycling credit. 
The administration also op­ 
posed it. 
The 
S en ate 
F in a n ce 
Committee had included the 
credit in a major tax revision 
bill which could pass the Senate 
by Friday after months of con­ 
sideration. The credit was 
replaced by an 18-month study 
of the issue, on an amendment 
by Sen. Gary Hart, D-Colo. 
However, the Senate routine­ 
ly approved continuation of a 
much larger tax break which 
goes mostly to industry — the 
10 per cent investment tax 
credit, which is designed to en­ 
courage investment in new 
plants and equipment. The bill 
also would allow an additional 2 
per cent credit if the extra 
proceeds went into a fund to 
purchase company stock for 
employees. 
The 10 per cent credit, which 
would be made permanent, 


allows an industry or an in­ 
dividual in business to subtract 
from tax bills 10 per cent of the 
cost of new plants and equip­ 
ment such as new machines or 
tools. 
According to Finance Com­ 
mittee estimates, the Senate 
vote will mean an additional 


$1.3 billion tax' break in fiscal 
1977, and $3.3 billion in 1978. 
The defeated recycling tax 
credit would have provided 
credits of varying amounts for 
purchases of recyclable solid 
waste materials in excess of 75 
per cent of purchases during a 
previous base period. 


Hart and others who opposed 
the credit charged that it would 
merely pour money into indus­ 
tries already engaged in recycl­ 
ing while doing little to increase 
use of recyclable materials. 
Supporters of the recycling 
credit 
said the credit would 
encourage recycling.

House completes override of 
Ford veto of coal lease laws

WASHINGTON (UPI) -

bill was vetoed July 3 on 
grounds it would hinder domes­ 
tic coal production and deter 
the goal of energy independen­ 
ce. It was Ford's 54th veto since 
taking office almost two years 
ago. 
The vote, 316 to 85. wasn’t 
even close. Proponents of the 
legislation, sought by environ­ 
mentalists for several years, 
had 48 votes more than the two- 
thirds required for an override. 
“Our congressional leader­ 
ship continues to win against 
the negativism and do-nothing 
policies of the administration 
said House Democratic leader 
Thomas P O’Neill after the 
vote. 
It was the sixth time in seven 
attempts this year that the 
House has mustered the neces­ 
sary votes to override Ford. 
But on two of those occasions, 
the effort died in the Senate. 
House Democratic Whip John 
J. McFall noted that the 94th 
Congress was the first in 28 
years, and only the second in

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Expected top pick in dispersai draft 
Bulls to go for Gilmore 


NEW YORK (UP1) — The Chicago Bulls, with the worst 
won-lost record in the National Basketball Association last 
season, may become instant contenders for the NBA cham­ 
pionship today if, as expected, they name Artis Gilmore as 
their No. 1 selection in the dispersal draft. 
The Atlanta Hawks, choosing second, are still debating 
whether to pick Moses Malone or Marvin Barnes. * 
The dispersal draft, brought about by the recent merger of 
the American Basketball Association with the NBA, was 
designed to disperse pie 20 players on the rosters of the now 
defunct Kentucky and St. Louis franchises of the ABA. 
The draft will bring in more than $2 million, most of which 
will be used by the four clubs accepted Into the NBA—the 
New York Nets, Indiana Pacers, Denver Nuggets and San 
Antonio Spurs—to pay off their debts and other legal obliga­ 
tions to the two ABA clubs not accepted in the merger. Part 
of the money also will go the ABA Players Association and 
the NBA. 
i 
It will cost Chicago $1.1 million for the signing rights to 
five-time ABA All-Star center Gilmore, whom Boston 
Celtics’ General Manager Red Auerbach once called “the 
best defensive player since Bill Russell.” 


There were rumors circulating last week that Gilmore is 
suffering from a heart condition. However, Gilmore’s agent 
Herb Rudoy called the rumors “'vicious, without foundation, 
ridiculous and unbelievable.” 
Previously, Chicago acquired the signing rights to Scott 
May, the 6-foot~7 collegiate Player of the Year at Indiana 
and a member of the United States Olympic gold medal- 
winning basketball team. 
The Hawks are expected to choose either Barnes, whose 
$500,000 price tag is the second largest, or Malone, whose 
price is $350,000. 


Barnes, who averaged 24.1 points and 10.8 rebounds last 
season with St. Louis, has a history of disciplinary prob­ 
lems. And Malone is considered to have unlimited potential, 
although he was hampered by injuries last season. 
The Kansas City Kings pick third and are expected to go 
for either Ron Boone or Maurice Lucas 
After that, the teams continue to pick in reverse order of 
last year’s final standings with Detroit selecting fourth, 
Portland fifth, the New York Knicks sixty and so on until all 
20 players are tapped or three rounds have expired.

In dual meet with USSR 
Revenge to drive U.S. track team 


COLLEGE PARK, Md (UPI) - Bill 
Thomson, coach of the United States 
track and field team, says revenge and 
the easing of Olympic pressure could 
drive his athletes to a stellar perfor­ 
mance again* the Soviet Union in their 
dual meet at the University of Maryland. 
‘‘There won’t be any pressure here 
compared to Montreal,” said Thomson 
of the meet, scheduled for Friday and 
Saturday at Byrd Stadium. ‘‘Most of the 
athletes will have fun, except the ones 
that want to get well or prove something. 
It’s the end of the season for most of 
them.” 
Thomson, a scientific instruments 
salesman from Newark, Del., said many 
U.S. athletes picked by the media as 
medal winners didn’t come anywhere 
close. 
“Dwight Stones, for example, was un­ 
der a lot of self-imposed pressure, 
p red ictin g a w orld record and 
everything,” he said. 
Stones, from Long Beach State, drew 
the Olympic spotlight by leaving the 
athletes’ quarters to return to California 
and predicting that he was a cinch for a 
gold medal in the high jump. 
His best Olympic performance was 7 
feet, 3 inches, good for a bronze medal, 
but he broke his world record Wednes­ 
day night in Philadelphia when he 
vaulted 2.32 meters— between 7 feet, 7 3- 
8 inches and 7 feet, 7-Mi inches in 
American measure. 
Thomson said pole vaulter Dave 
Roberts of the Florida Track Club and 
shot putter A1 Feuerbach of the Pacific 
Coast Club should bounce back from dis­ 
appointing Olympic performances. 
“Revenge could be a factor in some 
events,” he said. 
The 1,600-meter relay team of Maxie 
Parks and Benny Brown of the Maccabi 


T.C., Fred New house of Baton Rouge 
T.C. and Herman Frazier of Phila­ 
delphia T.C., intact from the Olympics, 
could shoot for a world record, Thomson 
said. 
Three other Olympic gold medalists 
will be in action for the U.S.—Mac 
Wilkins of the Pacific Coast Club in the 
discus, Edwin Moses of Morehouse 
College in the 400-meter hurdles and Ar- 
nie Robinson in the long jump. 
Thom son is counting on R ick 
Wohlhuter of Chicago T.C. to win the 
1,500-meter run without a serious 
challenge, because both Soviets were 
among 15 athletes shipped in from Mos 
cow. “We’re not even going to run Rick 
in the 800 meter,” he said. 
American entrants in the 100-meter 
dash will be Harvey Glance of Auburn 
and Stfeve Riddick of Philadelphia s 
Pioneer Club.

Stones, who blamed rain for his third place finish at 
Montreal, cleared just over 7-foot-7V» <2.32 meters) Wednes­ 
day night to top his previous world mark of 7-7. 
It was a delightful comeback for him, made in the same pit 
where be broke the record in the NCAA Track and Field 
championship two months ago. After a victory bp, he took 
the announcer’s microphone, thanked Philadelphia for his 
two world marks and said he had rid himself of the mental 
bad following his Montreal collapse. 
“1 said to myself as I looked at the bar for the record: 
Buddy there’s nothing wrong with you,”’ Stones said. "Now 
I’m so full of vibrations I fee! I could break the record two or 
three times right now.” 
Stones’ record came as John Walker of New Zealand 
world mite record holder at 3:49.4. was sprinting the test 200 
yards to come from fifth place and win over Paul-Heinz 
Wellman in a 3:56.16 mite. 


Walker said he was “loaded with antibiotics" to offset an 
influenza attack and added, “I wouldn’t have run tonight, 
only I had given the promoters my assurance that I would be 
here.” 
Halfway through the final b p Walker was spiked twice in 
the ankle as the result of a nasty collision involving Marty 
Liquori and West Germany’s Thomas Wessinghage. Both 
tumbled to the track and Walker stepped over them and into 
the lead he never relinquished. 
Walker’s victory was the second victory by a New Zealand 
Olympic runner. Dick Quax won the two-mile by 20 yards 
over Duncan McDonald of Honolulu with double gold medal- 
w inner Lasse Viren of Finbnd struggling home third.
